ONTARIO JOCKEY CLUB ANNOUNCES PROGRAM 
FOR ITS COMING SPRING MEETING. 



Fourteen Stilus. With Toronto Cup, $5,000 Added, 
as Topliner, to Be Derided During Seven Days’ 
Meeting — Minimum Pmse Value $500. 



Toronto, Ont. . April (5. — In the stake offerings of 
the Canadian Racing Associations clubs the best has 
been kept till jhe last, and the announcement of the 
tixi tires for ihe spring meeting of the Ontario 
Jockey Club, the oldest and leading organization. 
i> the richest, and most attractive of all the pro- 
grams for the coming season in this country. The 
liberality of the Ontario Jockey Club has kept pace 
with its enterprise in deciding on the introduction of 
the pari-mutuel, and though the directors are prac- 
tically quite in the dark as to the prospective rev- 
enue. by reason of that change, they have approached 
the question of prize money with apparently not 
the least misgiving as to its support by the public. 
There is no past experience to serve as a guide, 
but the club does not ask owners to assume any of 
the uncertainty. 

The announcement is made by Secretary W. P. 
Fraser that eleven stakes will close May 1. To 
these the club adds $17,40(1. what is known as the 
guaranteed stake having no place on the Toronto 
program. The King’s Plate, Breeders’ and Maple 
Ijeaf Stakes, previously closed, have $6,230 added, 
so that there will he a total of $211,650 given from 
ihe dub funds for stake events during the spring 
meeting. That means two stakes every day. with 
the entrance money all going hack to the winners. 
In addition to the stakes There will be handicaps of 
$700 and $800. and no purse of less value than $300. 
Steeplechasers will be particularly catered to. with 
one cross-country race daily, and $7,200 given in the 
seven days exclusively for the jumpers. 

One notable change in the conditons is that the 
Toronto Cup. the most valuable race to he run in 
Canada this year, will be a handicap, instead of a 
weight-for age rare as in Ihe past. Under the new 
conditions such a horse as King James possibly may 
not have to carry as much as before, hut his com- 
petitors will not l>e required to meet him on even 
terms. When Jack Atkin won the $10,000 Dominion 
Handicap at Fort Erie last year there was not a 
word of grumbling, for the "big train’’ and Sager 
and his stable companions had participated regu- 
larly in the racing, and added to the enjoyment of 
patrons Throughout the meetings. The eonrse laken 
with King James was quite different. For two years 
in succession Mr. Hildreth shipped him here from 
New York in run in one race and carry away the 
biggest purse of the meeting, which comprised the 
only appearances of the Hildreth stable in Canadian 
racing. The change is one that the elith manage- 
ment feels will meet with the approval both of 
public and owners.

Victoria Stakes, $1,200 added; for two-year-olds; 
3 s mile. May 24. 

Coronation Slakes. $1,000 added; for two-year-olds 
foaled in Canada; 4 1-2 furlongs. May 22. 

Woodbine Steeplechase. $1,300 added: for four- 

year-olds and upward: a I suit 2 1-2 miles. May 24. 

Street Railway Steeplechase Handicap. $1,200 
added; four four year-olds and upward; about 2 1-2 
miles.

EPSOM DERBY FAVORITE A ROARER. 



Report Received From Newmarket That Pietri Has 
Shown a Defect in His Wind. 



According to the latest reports front Newmarket, 
Pieuri, the winter favorite for this year’s Epsom 
Derby. lias developed a defect in his wind, which 
ii is thought settles his chances in the classics. 
The colt is the properly of Leopold do Rothschild, 
and. what is most singular, is ihat St. Anton, a 
stable companion of Pietri, has been stricken with 
.the same ailment. St. Anton lias also a string of 
classic ' engagements, and as a two-year-old was 
tanked among the top notchers. It is claimed that 
the treacherous weather lias been the cause of both 
milling out to be "roarers,” for in these animals’ 
pedigrees the least mention of any windy infirmity 
cannot lie traced. After the animals went into 
winter quarters last November Pietri, which is by 
St. l-’rusqnin oul of Pie Powder, was rated as the 
best of the lot. and was the accepted winter favorite 
lor ihe Derby. Not much betting takes place now- 
adays. for of late years so many animals have 
gone wrong between their two and three-year-old 
season that hardly anybody cares to take a chance 
until they get a glimpse of the horses oul in the 
spriug gallops. 

Since the letmrl Ihat. Pietri has been found to 
make noise in liis gallops the wise ones around New- 
market Heath have been putting two and two to- 
gether, and they have it now that it was the symp- 
toms of this trouble that caused Ihe eoli to be 
scratched from the Hewhurst Plate last November. 
It was a windy day and the race had lo be run in 
the teeth of a smart gale, a condition which would 
kill ihe chances of a horse having Ihe least thick- 
ness of wind. There are others who say that all 
nas not well with Pietri when he ran in the Middle 
Park Plate. In that race Pietri and Sea forth were 
giving six pounds lo Borrow, owned by Harry Payne 
Whitney.

Pietri’s first ebulli- 
tion in this direction was when at the post prior 
to the Oimerack Stakes. His connections had had 
the conviction all year that he was an uncommonly 
good horse and without an atom of vice, so that 
the spectacle of hiui trying to holr out of the course 
at York was an unwelcome revelation. lie won 
easily, however, having nothing to beat, and Maher, 
the one man who should know, avers that he also 
carried off the Champagne Slakes at Doncaster 
readily enough, notwithstanding that the margin in 
his favor was only a short head over the outsider, 
Wrinkler. 

"In all probability Pietri had considerable reserve 
energy stored tip. but the impression left on many 
minds* as a result of that performance would. I think, 
he that the colt was not minded to draw on such 
reserve, that he won against his will and that in the 
hands of any one less proficient and who did not 
thoroughly understand his mount he would have 
shriveled up aud been beaten. A suspicion also is left 
over tlial he did not second his jockey's calls nearly 
as heartily as lie might have done in Hie Middle 
Park Plate, and it was a diplomatic move on the 
stable’s part to withdraw him from the Dewhurst 
Plate, where iu all probability another defeat would 
have been his fate, with the likelihood also bf fur- 
ther detriment to his temper. A horse with defec- 
tive wind could well have been excused defeat on 
Middle Park Plate afternoon, so lusty was the 
breeze directly facing the runners, but at that time 
Pietri had an unquestioned hill of health, and until 



this week’s report was issued concerning hint we 
had lieen led to understand that lie was one of the 
most tradable as well as one of the most improved 
horses at headquarters. 

"These just named were Pietri’s last three per- 
formances. however, so that it was quite natural 
that people should wish to see more of him before 
discussing him seriously in connection with the 
Derby, and now of course he is likely to drop a 
little more out of popular favor. Wind infirmity is 
not necessarily fatal lo a horse’s racing abilities, 
and as in the eases of Pietri and St. Anton there is 
no hereditary taint traceable, their trouble, which 
has doubtless been brought on by treacherous cli- 
mate, may also yield anon to nature’s kindlier in- 
fluence. Exceptions of complete recovery are rare. 

“Brigantine had an illness in Hie latter part of 
her two-year-old season which left her an undoubted 
roarer. Yet. according to the late William Day, the 
disease diminished as her work increased in the 
following spring and eventually she became as sound 
as when she was foaled and won the Oaks and the 
Ascot Gold Cup. Wind troubles did not prevent 
Prince Charlie front holding the title of champion 
of Hie T. Y. which was his proper distance, 
and to come down to much more recent times for an 
illustration as to liow horses either rid themselves 
of the ailment or continue with racing abilities 
unimpaired in spile thereof, last year's second in the 
Grand National. Jerry XL. carrying 173 pounds, once 
failed to pass a veterinary examination on ihe same 
score.

PUBLIC CHOICES ALL BUT SWEEP CARD AT 
JAMESTOWN TRACK. 



Capsize Only Outsider to Score and Makes Excellent 
Showing for Initial Appearance of Season- 
Racing Attended by One Run-up. 



Norfolk, Vn., April C. — Favorites all but swept 
the card at the Jamestown Jockey Club’s course this 
afternoon. Capsize, winner of the third race, was 
Hie only outsider to finish in front. The attendance 
was again good and those present appeared to feel 
more at ease than on the opening day. Five more 
layers st rolled about the lawns and uuder the 
stand and there was a general air of activity on 
all sides. Form was well observed during the after- 
noon. hut the fact that five of the public choices 
won. did not mean that any great amount was lost 
by the layers for the reason that percentages ran 
high. When matters loosen up, as they promise to 
from now on, there will he keener competition among 
the gentlemen displaying odds on their programs 
and more liberal quotations. 

The racing was good today, although a majority 
of the winners had plenty to spare at the finish. 
Xlaxentiiis scored another victory for his new owner, 
(’apt. I*. M. Walker, when he beat an ordinary lot 
if youngsters in the opening dash. Hill Top helpisl 
to fatten Roxey Angarola’s hank roll when she 
won ihe second race. Capsize’ s victory over a fair 
lot of sprinters in the feature race of the program 
was the only upset of the afternoon. It was the 
colt's first appearance for the season and he showed 
splendid courage in coming from behind to heat the 
speedy Mexoana and Watervale a couple of lengths. 

The first runup of the meeting came after The 
Monk won the closing dash, in which he was entered 
at $300. Sam Louis, owner of Goleouda. which fin- 
ished second, boosted the winner $300, but the 
horse was protected with the usual $3 advance. 

Word comes from Jacksonville that Francis .T. 
Pons lias disposed of the stock he held in the Marl- 
boro track and has withdrawn from all connection 
with that association. Mr. Pons will devote his 
attention in the future toward establishing a track 
at C’hariestowD. where a modern course will he built 
during the coming summer.

NOTABLE RACERS REACH CHURCHILL DOWNS. 



Special Trains With Stars of Winter Meetings Come 
Simultaneously From Juarez and Florida. 



Louisville, Ky., April 6. — What is conceded to he 
the greatest shipment of horses to arrive in one day 
at Louisville reached Churchill Downs today. Twelve 
of the cars came from the Jockey Club Juarez track 
in Mexico, and the other ten carloads came from 
.Monerief Park. Jacksonville. This shipment em- 
braces practically all of the stars that have lieen 
racing at the winter meetings in Xlexico and Florida. 
They consist of the two leading Derby candidates. 
Round the World and Governor Gray. Other horses 
in the shipment embrace the remarkable mare, Xlead- 
ow, the speedy Follie Levy, the Texas-bred Derby 
candidate Steriin, the great Jack Atkin, Barney 
Schrefher’s Derby candidate. Captain Carmody, the 
“bush” sprinter, John Griffin II.. and such other 
useful racers as Agility, Sebago. Uncle Ben. Butter 
Ball, Bob Farley, Enfield, Bertie Sue, Taboo, War 
Jig, Polls, Charley Brown. Chapnltepec, Jupiter Joe. 
Jeaune d’Are. Lady Rankin. Lady Hughes, Xloekler 
and others of good class. In fact, with but two 
exceptions, practically all the horses in this ship- 
ment arc winners of creditable races.

THINKS WELL OF ADAM BEDE. 

New York, April 6. — Philip J. Dwyer is an Ameri- 
can horseman who has an idea that John Madden’s 
big eolt, Adam Bede, recently shipped to Joe Cannon 
at Newmarket to be trained for the coming Epsom 
Derby, will make bis mark on the other side. The' 
president of the Brooklyn Jockey Club is well in- 
formed about Adam Bede. The big chestnut trained 
at his Gravesend race track last spriug. and Mr. 
Dwyer saw him work many times with Thomas 
Mouahan’s Textile, a sou of inflexible, which be- 
came one of the good two-year-olds of the year. 
Before Adam Bede bruised a foot galloping at 
Gravesend, just after his only start, lie could go 
with Textile stride for stride. Mr. Dwver coincides 
with Thomas Welsh iu the opinion that Adaui Bede 
would have figured as a tirst-rate American two-year- 
old if lie bad not injured himself. “I'm not saying, 
of course,” Mr. Dwyer remarked, “that Adam Bede 
will wiu the Derby. Winning the Epsom Derby is 
a big order. But I have an idea that if lie keeps 
sound he will hold his end up in other races. Ib- 
is a powerfully set up horse of good bone, with 
healthy legs and feet, and his action is smooth and 
easy. A colt of such size, with such action, should 
manage weight well, and carry his speed anv dis- 
tance.” 

Mr. Dwyer spent several months of last fall and 
winter in Europe, where he saw some raciug. He 
does not subscribe to the theory that American 
horses are poorly treated by the liaudicappers in 
England. 

"The American invaders of the island kingdom 
have to carry liig weight iu their first few races." 
the president of the Brooklyn Jockey Club says, 
■•because they genarallv go over with a blare of 
trumpets. The American papers are full of stories 
of bow good they are. These Haring encomiums 
scare the liaudicappers and they put big weight on 
the iuvader for fear he may run in uu them. You 
eav't blame them for it. either. When the form 
of t lie Invader is established lie is not asked to per- 
form impossible feats in the llue of packing 
weight.”.
